During  the  first  half  of  the  18th  century  Pott1  discovered 
the  now  well-known  test  of  boric  acid  —  the  green  flame  obtained  on  ignition  of  an 
alcoholic  solution.  Even  at  that  time  boric  acid  enjoyed  a  considerable 

reputation  as  a  medicinal  compound  and  was  called  '  sal  sedativum '. 
The  use  of  boric  acid  as  a  treatment  for  certain  dermatoses,  for  example,  is  now 

well-established.  Its  mildly  astringent  and  soothing  effect,  and  the  fact  that  solutions  of 
boric  acid  inhibit  the  growth  of  vegetative  bacteria  have  been  recognised  for  many  years. 
It  was  a  constituent  of  the  lotion  recommended  to  oil  workers  by  the 
Home  Office,2  and  is  incorporated  in  barrier  creams^  and  powders  for  the 
treatment  of  wet  dermatitis.4  Properly  applied,  boric  acid  will  continue  to  maintain 

the  high  place  it  has  held  in  therapeutics  and  cosmetic  manufacture  for  many  years.

Since  their  introduction  six  years  ago  the  new  washing 
products,  now  generally  known  as  "detergents,"  have 
revolutionised  British  household  washing.

Ten  Times  the  "Fine" 

COUNCIL  SNUBS  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

LONDON  Executive  Council  at  its 
meeting  on  January  24  multiplied  by 
ten  the  penalty  the  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice Committee  recommended  should 
be  imposed  on  one  chemist  contractor 
and  quintupled  a  second  "  fine."  The 
first  pharmacist,  for  whom  the  Com- 
mittee had  recommended  reducing  his 
remuneration  by  £2  2s.,  had  dispensed 
mist.  mag.  hydrox.  for  mist,  alumin. 
hydrox.  The  second  (same  penalty) 
had  supplied  conspers.  zinc.  oxid.  et 
acid,  salicyl.  against  a  prescription  for 
conspers.  acid,  salicyl.  co.  When  the 
dispenser  of  the  mixture  had  appeared 
before  the  Service  Committee  he  had 
said  that  the  bottles  containing  the 
mist,  alumin.  hydrox.  and  mist.  mag. 
hydrox.  were  of  the  same  appearance 
and  next  to  one  another  on  the  shelf. 
It  was  obvious  he  had  taken  the  wrong 


bottle  from  the  shelf.  The  bottles  of 
dusting  powder  had  also  been  kept  to- 
gether in  the  pharmacy,  according  to 
the  area  general  manager  of  the  com- 
pany concerned  in  the  second  case.  A 
majority  of  the  Executive  Council  took 
the  view  that  the  errors  had  been  due 
to  carelessness. 

Burnt  Prescriptions 

PAYMENT  REFUSED  BY  MINISTRY 

IT  was  decided  by  Bradford  Executive 
Council  recently  that  they  could  do 
nothing  further  regarding  the  refusal 
of  payment  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  some  prescriptions  which  had  been 
burnt.  The  Clerk  explained  that  the 
pricing  bureau  had  returned  the  pre- 
scriptions because  the  doctor  had  not 
completed  them  properly.  After  being 
amended  by  the  doctor  they  were  acci- 
dentally burnt.  Although  the  circum- 
stances had  been  explained  to  the  Min- 
istry of  Health,  the  reply  was  that  there 
was  no  reason  for  them  to  alter  their 
decision.  Mr.  Willis  said  it  made  one 
feel  that  the  Ministry  did  not  believe 
the  Council.

NEW  EDITION'S  IMPORTANT  FEATURE 

THE  recently-published  Year  Book 
1957  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  includes  the  names  and 
prices  (trade  and  retail)  of  the  proprie- 
tary products  of  all  members  of  the 
manufacturers'  section  of  the  P.A.T.A. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  new  P.A.T.A. 
list  will  serve  a  useful  purpose  in  rela- 
tion to  the  provisions  of  section  25  of 
the  Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act, 
1956.  One  of  the  problems  facing  sup- 
pliers under  the  Act  will  be  to  ensure 
that  persons  dealing  in  their  goods  have 
received  notice  of  the  suppliers'  resale 
price  conditions  at  the  time  of  purchase. 
As  the  P.A.T.A.  list  sets  out  the  whole- 
sale and  retail  prices  fixed  by  manufac- 
turer members  who  attach  resale  price 
conditions  to  their  goods,  it  is  likely 
to  be  used  as  a  medium  for  notifying 
distributors  of  the  price  conditions 
attached  to  the  goods  named  in  it. 
Other  features  include  an  alphabetical 
index  of  products,  an  article  on  the 
origin,  constitution  and  functions  of  the 
Association;  an  article  explaining  how 
the  P.A.T.A.  will  operate  under  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act;  the  full 
text  of  the  revised  constitution  and  rules 
and  a  list  of  the  Association's  local  sec- 
retaries. The  Association  considers  that, 
in  due  course,  its  list  of  proprietary 
articles  is  likely  to  become  the  standard 
text-book  dealing  with  resale  price  con- 
ditions in  the  pharmaceutical  distribut- 
ing trade  and,  as  such,  will  relieve  the 
wholesaler  and  retailer  from  looking 
up  the  price  lists  of  the  individual 
manufacturers. 

Public  Pharmacists 

DELEGATES'  LONDON  MEETING 

PHARMACEUTICAL  supplies  and 
hospital  departmental  costing  were  dis- 
cussed at  a  branch  delegates'  meeting 
of  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  held 
in  London  on  January  26  and  attended 
by  representatives  of  fifteen  branches. 
Plans  and  photographs  of  ten  new  or 
recently  altered  hospital  pharmaceuti- 
cal departments  were  exhibited.  The 
sizes  of  the  hospitals  ranged  from  275 
to  920  beds.  While  the  area  covered 
by  the  department  varied  in  hospitals 
of  similar  size,  all  had  sterilising  units 
and  the  chief  pharmacist  an  office.  Also 
on  show  were  comparative  plans  of 
fifty-,  100-  and  200-bedded  American 
hospitals.  Mr.  J.  Soulsby  (chairman. 
Guild  research  and  planning  commit- 
tee) hoped  that  branch  delegates  would 
interest  members  in  their  area  to  give 
and  seek  information  from  the  com- 
mittee. Details  of  departments  in 
smaller  hospitals  of  fifty  to  200  beds 
were  required  as  much  as  those  of 
larger  hospitals. 

Politicians'  Response 

SOUTHAMPTON  LEVY  PROTEST 

EIGHT  members  of  Parliament,  whose 
constituencies  come  within  the  area  of 
Southampton  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  received  letters  of  protest 
from  the  Branch  against  the  increased 
prescription  levy.  Of  those  eight,  reported 
Mr.  F.  Murley  (secretary)  recently,  one 
did  not  reply;  three  sent  formal  ac- 


knowledgments; two  government  sup- 
porters replied,  one  quoting  the 
Chancellor's  announcement  and  his 
assurance  that,  "  the  change  in  charges 
was  not  to  fall  upon  those  who  cannot 
afford  it,"  the  other  reminding  the 
Branch  that  anyone  placed  in  financial 
hardship  by  the  new  charge  may  apply 
to  the  Assistance  Board  for  help,  irre- 
spective of  whether  he  is  already  draw- 
ing National  Assistance;  the  remain- 
ing two,  members  of  the  Opposition, 
included  relevant  copies  of  Hansard 
and  expressed  their  concern  in  the 
question  and  its  implications. 

IRISH  NEWS 

Poisons  Offences 

FINES  UNDER  THE  PHARMACY  ACT 

BEFORE  district  justice  Kealy  at  Car- 
rigaline  district  court,  co.  Cork,  on 
January  24,  Mrs.  Eileen  Dempsey,  pro- 
prietor of  the  Mescal  Stores,  Minane 
Bridge,  Carrigaline,  was  fined  £5  for 
keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of 
poisons  not  being  a  person  qualified  to 
do  so;  £2  10s.  for  selling  strychnine 
in  a  preparation  intended  for  the  de- 
struction of  vermin,  and  £2  10s.  for 
selling  codeine  (in  Veganin  tablets).  The 
justice  allowed  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  at  whose  suit  the 
prosecutions  had  been  brought,  £6  6s. 
costs.  The  Society  was  represented  at 
the  hearing  by  Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor  (law 
adviser).  Evidence  of  having  made  the 
purchases  in  Mrs.  Dempsey 's  store  was 
given  by  Mr.  P.  S.  O'Briain  (inspector 
of  the  Society).  When  solicitor  for  the 
defendant  submitted  that  the  profit  on 
the  articles  sold  was  small  the  justice 
commented :  "  That  may  be  so,  but 
the  dangers  are  very  great."  An  under- 
taking was  given  in  court  by  the  defen- 
dant's solicitor  that  the  goods  the  sub- 
ject of  the  prosecution  would  not  be 
sold  in  the  store  in  the  future. 

A  Trade-mark  Problem 

AN  "  ALPHABET  "  OF  MILLTOWNS 

FACED  with  the  fact  that  "at  least 
twenty-six  "  places  in  Ireland  are  named 
Milltown,  Dr.  J.  J.  Lennon  (Patents 
Controller),  reserved  judgment  at  the 
hearing  in  Dublin  recently  of  an  appli- 
cation by  Pretested  Products,  Ltd.,  to 
have  the  trade  mark  Miltown  registered 
for  "  specialised  drugs  described  as  re- 


laxants and  anti-convulsives."  Mr.  F.  R. 
Kelly,  who  made  the  application,  said 
that  none  of  the  places  called  Milltown 
in  Ireland  had  any  manufacturing  sig- 
nificance in  relation  to  such  products 
as  those,  which  would  be  prescribed 
only  by  mental  specialists  for  the  treat- 
ment of  alcoholics.  The  trade  mark 
Miltown  would  be  familiar,  therefore, 
only  to  the  medical  and  pharmaceuti- 
cal professions.  Dr.  Lennon  said  he 
had  to  decide  whether  or  not  the  manu- 
facture of  those  goods  would  be  under- 
taken in  Ireland  in  the  future. 

Cortisone  Under  Review 

NO  VACANT  SEATS  AT  DUBLIN  LECTURE 

THE  assembly  hall  of  the  college  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  Dub- 
lin, was  filled  to  capacity  for  a  lecture 
on  "  Cortisone,  Hydrocortisone  and 
their  Related  Analogues  "  by  Dr.  J.  J.  F. 
Merry  (Merck  Sharp  &  Dohme.  Ltd.) 
on  January  9.  Mr.  Donald  W.  P.  Boyd, 
M.A.  (chairman,  post-graduate  study 
group)  presided.  Dr.  Merry  outlined 
the  history  of  cortisone.  He  referred  to 
the  mistaken  notion  that  the  steroids 
were  the  drugs  of  first  choice  in 
diseases  such  as  rheumatoid  arthritis 
and  chronic  bronchial  asthma.  Many 
cases  resistant  to  currently  accepted 
forms  of  therapy  did,  however,  respond 
dramatically  to  cortisone  or  hydrocorti- 
sone. Much  clinical  opinion  considered 
that  the  steroids  should  be  the  first 
choice  in  the  treatment  of  acute  rheu- 
matic fever.  Cortisone  and  hydrocorti- 
sone had  a  wide  field  of  usefulness  on 
conditions  ranging  from  skin  lesions  to 
Hodgkin's  disease,  from  inflammatory 
eye  conditions  to  dermatitis.  Dr.  Merry 
dealt  fully  with  the  more  recent  intro- 
duction of  the  potent  delta  analogues 
of  cortisone  and  hydrocortisone.

COMBINED  DANCE  A  SUCCESS 

A  DINNER-DANCE  jointly  organised 
by  the  Westmeath  Pharmaceutical  Fed- 
eration and  West  of  Ireland  Chemists'

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Limitations  of  Pharmacies 

The  necessarily  brief  report  (p.  83)  of  the  meeting  in  Glasgow  which 
dealt  with  the  highly  interesting  and  speculative  subject  of  pharmacy  limita- 
tion suggests  that  the  topic  was  examined  from  many  angles.  The  fact 
that  the  occasion  was  the  annual  "  students'  night  "  gave  youth  its  oppor- 
tunity, and  who  at  that  age  would  not  be  strongly  in  favour  of  "  pure  " 
pharmacy  ?  It  is  understandable  that  the  student  whose  introduction 
to  pharmacy  is  effected  in  college  or  university  should  have  leanings 
towards  the  purely  professional  part  of  his  calling.  His  formative  years 
are  not,  as  used  to  be  the  case,  spent  in  retail  pharmacy,  where  the  hand- 
ling of  goods  perhaps  remotely  connected  with  the  professional  side  of 
his  calling  is  of  daily  occurrence.  Under  the  old  apprenticeship  method, 
the  apprentice  grew  to  accept  the  fact  that  there  was  considerably  more 
in  his  life  than  the  dispensing  and  compounding  of  prescriptions.  Now 
that  the  student  is  required  to  become  expert  in  such  a  variety  of  subjects, 
and  to  spend  so  many  years  in  the  acquisition  of  his  knowledge,  one  has 
every  sympathy  with  his  desire  to  make  the  utmost  use  of  a  qualification 
hardly  won.  Professor  Todd's  suggestion  that  limitation  would  probably 
come  in  the  future,  not  by  a  planned  limitation  of  pharmacies  in  relation 
to  population,  but  through  the  schools  putting  out  fewer  pharmacists, 
introduces  a  different  aspect  altogether.  Without  more  detailed  informa- 
tion it  is  difficult  to  comment  on  Professor  Todd's  statement,  but  it  does  not 
seem  that  limitation  of  entry  into  the  profession  was  the  subject  of  the 
debate.  There  could  be  few  prospects  more  attractive  than  Professor 
Todd's  prediction  that  the  profession  is  heading  for  "  pure  "  pharmacy 
in  the  future,  but  such  a  desirable  result  could  be  welcomed  only  in 
circumstances  where  there  are  more  stability  and  security  than  at  present. 
To  put  all  one's  eggs  into  a  basket  which  is  at  the  mercy  of  a  succession 
of  chancellors  and  ministers  would  be  to  risk  losses,  if  not  breakages. 

Idealists  and  Realists 

The  combination  of  professionalism  and  commercialism  which  unite 
to  form  pharmacy  today  is  not  found  to  exist  in  constant  or  definite 
proportions.  Ideally,  the  pharmacist  should  be  able  to  maintain  a  rea- 
sonable standard  of  living  by  the  practice  of  his  professional  duties — 
not  alone,  it  must  be  emphasised,  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions.  His 
duties  are  much  wider  than  that.  But  economics  have  forced  the  widening 
of  his  horizons,  and  in  that  widening  there  is  a  danger  of  lowering  stan- 
dards by  his  becoming  a  mere  retailer  of  goods  far  removed  from  pure 
pharmacy.  He  who  has  not  lost  all  his  youthful  ideals  sets  himself  well- 
defined  limits,  beyond  which  he  will  not  go,  despite  the  example  set  by 
some  of  the  multiple  firms.  But  while  professional  pharmacy  is  the  Aunt 
Sally  of  the  politicians,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pander  to  commerce  to 
a  certain  extent.  In  view  of  recent  happenings,  he  would  be  a  bold  man 
who  would  venture  on  "  pure  "  pharmacy,  basing  his  hopes  on  a  set  of 
calculations  which  were  built  on  shifting  sands. 

Summary  Dismissal 

Your  leading  article  on  p.  89  dealing  with  the  subject  of  summary 
dismissal  is  of  great  interest  in  indicating  the  circumstances  under  which 
such  action  may  be  justified,  and  in  showing  the  complications  which 
may  arise.  I  remember  an  older  pharmacist,  in  my  early  days  in 
pharmacy,  telling  me  that  he  was  "  summarily  dismissed "  at  regular 
weekly  intervals  during  the  whole  course  of  his  apprenticeship  of  four 
years,  the  decision  being  revoked  equally  regularly,  sometimes  before 
he  had  got  his  hat  on,  and  sometimes  when,  with  lagging  footsteps,  he 
was  going  out  of  the  door.  The  reconciliation  was  of  short  duration  as 
a  rule,  but  at  no  time  was  the  situation  allowed  to  get  out  of  hand. 
Times  have  changed  since  those  days,  and  the  trainee  of  today  is  not 
subjected  to  the  violent  and  erratic  behaviour  of  a  tyrant,  whose  treat- 
ment was  thought,  in  some  mysterious  manner,  to  be  character-forming.

HARROW 

Film  on  Polio  Vaccine 

Introducing  a  Glaxo  Laboratories, 
Ltd.,  colour  sound  film  on  poliomye- 
litis vaccine  at  a  meeting  of  the  Har- 
row Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  on  January  15,  Dr.  P.  W.  Muo- 
gleton  said  that,  in  the  preparation  of 
the  British  vaccine  the  virus  is  grown 
on  the  kidney  cells  of  selected  healthy 
monkeys  in  a  special  medium.  The 
medium  is  incubated  for  several  days 
so  as  to  allow  the  kidney  cells  to  grow 
before  the  virus  is  added.  Then  the  virus 
is  allowed  to  attack  the  tissue  cells,  mul- 
tiplying many  thousandfold.  Cell  debris 
is  filtered  off,  the  clear  fluid  inactivated 
with  formalin,  neutralised  and  blended 
with  two  other  virus  types  to  give  a 
vaccine  of  the  required  strength. 
Answering  questions,  Dr.  Muggleton 
made  the  points  that  monkey  kidney  is 
used  because  it  is  regarded  as  a  suit- 
able form  of  primate  tissue,  the  virus 
growing  poorly  if  cultured  in  non-pri- 
mate cell  tissue  which  might  also  ren- 
der it  unsuitable  for  conferring  immu- 
nity upon  humans.  As  vaccine  has  to

NORTH  LONDON 

Dinner,  Dance  and  Cabaret 

Given  by  many  a  four-star  rating 
among  events  in  metropolitan  phar- 
macy's social  season,  the  annual  dinner 
and  dance  of  the  North  London  Phar- 
maceutical Association  took  place  on 
January  24.  A  toast  to  the  Association 
was,  like  the  loyal  toast,  proposed  with- 
out speeches,  and  the  President  of  the 
Association  (Mr.  A.  E.  Footitt)  pro- 
posed from  the  chair  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain."  As 
a  hospital  pharmacist  he  declared  him- 
self honoured  to  have  come,  through 
close  contacts  as  an  office-holder  in  the 
Association  for  many  years  with  col- 
leagues in  the  retail,  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  fields,  to  an  understanding 
of  their  problems.  He  deplored  that  the 
majority  of  members  did  not  seem  to 
understand  the  problems  of  pharma- 
ceutical education  which  had  been 
actively  under  review  by  the  Council 
during  the  year.  He  also  made  refer- 
ence to  the  optimum  size  of  branches, 
expressing  the  opinion  that  the  high 
costs  of  organisation  today  resulted  in 
there  being  a  minimum  below  which 
it  was  uneconomic  to  run  a  branch  of 
the  Society.  All  hospital  pharmacists, 
he  said,  must  be  impressed  with  the 
new  and  reconditioned  pharmacy  de- 
partments that  were  making  their 
appearance  under  the  National  Health 
Service,  a  transformation  that  must 
have  its  effect  on  the  influence  and 
status  of  pharmacists.  Mr.  D.  W.  Hud- 
son (vice-president  of  the  Society)  re- 
plied. He  said  he  was  always  delighted 
when  the  toast  of  the  Society  was  pro- 
posed by  one  of  its  members,  because 
that  gave  an  opportunity  for  friendly 


criticisms  of  Council  policy.  In  phar- 
macy in  the  past  ten  years,  he  said, 
some  fundamental  changes  not  con- 
nected with  the  National  Health  Ser- 
vice had  taken  place  almost  unnoticed. 
They  created  a  new  position  for  phar- 
macy in  the  international  as  well  as  the 


national  sphere.  In  the  post-war  years 
many  overseas  societies  had  been  re- 
born, and  the  implications  of  world 
affairs  were  making  closely  concerted 
international  policies  for  pharmacy  in- 
creasingly more  urgent.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  had  a 
unique  position  as  the  oldest  unrecon- 
structed body  still  functioning  from  the 
same  premises.  It  spoke  for  members 
operating  throughout  the  world,  and 
that  placed  an  increasing  responsibility 
on  its  officers  and  Council.  They  relied 
for  their  activation  on  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  branches,  which  in  turn  depended 
on  the  enthusiasm  of  members.  "The 
Guests  "  was  proposed  by  the  Associa- 
tion's Vice-president  (Mr.  G.  Geyman), 
and  the  response  was  given  by  Mr. 
J.  A.  Scott,  O.B.E.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P., 
Q.H.P.  (medical  officer  of  health  for 
the  County  of  London).  Dancing  and 
cabaret  followed  until  midnight. 

HUDDERSFIELD 

Patients  Worried,  Says  President 

Speaking  at  the  annual  dinner  of 
Huddersfield  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  on  January  17,  Mr. 
Granville  Shaw  (the  Society's  presi- 
dent) said  that  although  the  increased 
prescription  charges  may  have  been 
necessary  action  by  the  Government, 
from  a  patient's  point  of  view  "  it  is 
not  too  good."  That  increase  worried 
people  who  should  not  be  worried :  the 
chronic  invalids  to  whom  an  extra 
shilling  was  a  real  sacrifice.  "  The 
Government  says  that  people  can  apply 
to  the  National  Assistance  Board,  but 
many  people  are  too  proud  to  apply," 
added  Mr.  Shaw.  Alderman  H.  A. 
Bennie  Gray  (mayor  of  Huddersfield) 
referred  to  the  valuable  services  which 
had  been  performed  by  the  Society  to 
the  community  over  many  years.  Mr. 
Malcolm  Peel  (Branch  chairman)  wel- 
comed the  guests  and  Mr.  J.  Schofield 
(chairman,  Leeds  Branch)  responded  on 
their  behalf. 
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LEGAL  REPORTS 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines 

At  Chertsey,  Surrey,  magistrates'  court, 
recently,  Regal  Pharmacy,  Ltd.,  9b 
Station  Approach,  Kingston-on- 
Thames,  pleaded  guilty  to  three  charges 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  They  were 
fined  a  total  of  £15,  with  £5  5s.  costs. 

Committed  for  Trial 

At    Chesterfield    county  magistrates' 
court  on  January  24,  Michael  Nevins 
Stuart,  M.P.S.,  no  fixed  address  (mana- 
ger for  some  time  of  the  Shirebrook. 
Derbyshire,  pharmacy  of  the  Pleasley 
and  Pleasley  Hill  Co-operative  Society. 
Ltd.)  was  charged  with  fraudulently 
converting  £21  16s.,  the  property  of  the 
Society,  to  his  own  use;  with  fraudu- 
lently converting  £9  15s.;  and  with  mak- 
ing out  a  false  weekly  cash  sheet  with 
intent  to  defraud.      The  prosecution 
alleged  that  Stuart  had  committed  the 
offences  in  connection  with  the  ophthal- 
mic department  of  the  branch,  "  bor- 
rowing "  some  money  from  the  takings. 
He  was  stated  to  have  been  earning 
£17  a  week.  Stuart  was  committed  for 
trial  at  the  next  Derbyshire  Assizes.  As 
he  did  not  apply  for  bail  he  was  re- 
manded in  custody.      Legal  aid  was 
granted. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

MR.  S.  O.  Davies  asked  the  Minister 
of  Health  on  January  28  if  he  was 
aware  that  many  patients  who  could 
not  pay  the  extra  charge  of  a  shilling 
per  item  were  urging  their  doctors  to 
strike  off  prescription  items.    The  re- 
sult  was   that   chemists   in  industrial 
areas  had  reported  a  slump  of  up  to 
60   per    cent,    in   prescriptions  since 
December  L,  1956.  Would  the  Minister 
therefore  amend  the  new  system  so  as 
to  mitigate  that  hardship.  Mr.  D.  F. 
Vosper  (Minister  of  Health)  said  that 
the  information  at  present  before  him 
did   not  confirm  the  statement  made 
and  he  saw  no  reason  to  alter  the  basis 
on   which  prescription   charges  were 
now  payable.     Mr.  Vosper  told  Mr. 
S.  S.  Aubrey  on  January  28  that  he 
had  no  evidence  from  professional  or- 
ganisations or  elsewhere  that  patients 
were  not  receiving  the  treatment  they 
needed,  or  that  there  had  been  a  reduc- 
tion of  50  per  cent,  in  prescriptions 
dispensed.  Mr.  Vosper  told  Dr.  Edith 
Summerskill  that  he  thought  that  it 
had  been  possible  to  provide  one  small 
pack  for  diabetics  but  he  could  not 
hold  out  much  hope  of  going  beyond 
that.    Dr.  B.  Stross  raised  the  ques- 
tion of  payment  of  the  levy  when  doc- 
tors prescribed  for  inoperable  cancer 
cases  mixtures  of  opium  and  aspirin 
which  kept  fresh  for  only  a  few  days. 
Mr.  Vosper  said  that  some  advice  had 
been  issued  on  that  point  but  he  would 
be  glad  to  examine  any  evidence  that 
Dr.  Stross  might  send  him. 

Price  of  Pharmaceutical  Products 

Mr.  D.  F.  Vosper  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  A.  Blenkinsop  on 
January  28  that  negotiations  with  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  concerning  the 
prices  of  proprietary  preparations  had 
been  very  protracted  but  he  had  only 
just  started  to  consider  the  position 
and  could  not  say  when  decisions 
would  be  reached.

Reporting  of  Adverse  Drug  Reactions 

Eleven  leading  American  hospitals 
and  the  United  States  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  are  studying  methods  to 
ensure  the  prompt  reporting  of  unusual 
or  adverse  reactions  to  drugs. 

I-Lysine  Patent  Granted 

Exclusive  rights  to  United  States 
Patent  No.  2,771,396,  covering  a  pro- 
cess for  manufacturing  /-lysine  by  fer- 
mentation, have  been  acquired  by 
Chas.  Pfizer  and  Co.,  Inc.,  Brooklyn, 
New  York. 

Source  of  Cortisone 

According  to  research  workers  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture the  profusely  growing  Texas  weed 
Agave  lecheguilla,  is  the  most  promis- 
ing native  plant  as  a  source  of  corti- 
sone. The  plant  yields  amilagenin  from 
which  cortisone  can  be  chemically 
obtained. 

Research  in  Fungicides 

Aided  by  a  grant  of  $105,000  from 
the  Rockefeller  Foundation,  New 
York,  the  Boyce-Thompson  Institute 
for  Plant  Research,  Yonkers,  New 
York,  is  studying  molecular  mechan- 
isms by  which  fungicides  produce  their 
effects  in  controlling  plant  diseases. 

When  Plain  Aspirin  is  Better 

Intolerance  to  buffered  aspirin  in- 
creases progressively  and  reaches  the 
point  where  it  is  not  so  well  tolerated 
as  plain  aspirin  in  the  treatment  of 
chronic  pain  associated  with  musculo- 
skeletal conditions,  including  arthritis, 
according  to  Dr.  Robert  C.  Batterman, 
Flower  and  Fifth  Avenue  Hospitals, 
New  York  City. 

Antibiotic  for  Poultry  Preservation 

Commercial  distribution  of  Biostat- 
PA,  an  antibiotic  formulation  for  the 
preservation  of  poultry,  has  been  star- 
ted by  Chas.  Pfizer  &  Co.,  Inc.,  Brook- 
lyn, New  York,  following  approval  of 
the  drug  for  that  use  by  the  U.S.  Food 
and  Drug  Administration.  Biostat-PA 
contains  20  per  cent,  oxytetracycline, 
and  will  be  added  to  chill  tanks  dur- 
ing the  processing  of  ice-chilled  whole 
poultry. 

New  Fatty  Alcohol 

A  new  fatty  alcohol,  Adol  42,  con- 
sisting primarily  of  cetyl,  stearyl  and 
oleyl,  has  been  introduced  by  the 
Chemical  Products  Division  of  Archer- 
Daniels-Midland  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
The  new  product,  derived  from  animal 
fats,  is  described  as  a  straight  chain, 
unsaturated,  monohydric  fatty  alcohol. 


At  room  temperature,  the  company 
says,  Adol  42  is  a  waxy-white  product, 
soft  to  the  touch  and  possessing  a  mild 
fatty  odour.  It  is  claimed  to  be  uni- 
form, colour-stable,  non-corrosive.  It 
can  be  readily  sulphated  and  emulsi- 
fied, and  is  also  soluble  in  most  sol- 
vents. Some  of  the  suggested  uses  for 
the  new  fatty  alcohol  include  deter- 
gents, emulsifiers,  chemical  intermedi- 
ates and  germicides. 

Oral  Poliomyelitis  Immunisation 

During  the  past  six  years  attenuated 
strains  of  live  poliomyelitis  virus,  pro- 
duced experimentally,  have  been  suc- 
cessfully administered  orally  to  persons 
varying  in  age  from  five  days  to  fifty 
years,  according  to  Mr.  Kenneth  H. 
Klipstein  (general  manager,  research 
division,  American  Cyanamid  Co., 
New  York).  Despite  the  favourable 
experimental  results  achieved  to  date 
in  his  company's  ten-year  research  in- 
vestigation of  the  possibilities  of  live 
virus  immunisation,  Mr.  Klipstein  has 
warned  that  much  work  remains  to  be 
done,  including  improved  methods  of 
production  and  more  extensive  trials 
on  human  beings.  It  is  not  possible  at 
present,  he  has  emphasised,  to  predict 
when,  or  even  if,  a  live  polio  virus 
vaccine  will  be  ready  for  general  use. 

New  Anti-arthritis  Drugs 

Among  new  steroid  hormones  de- 
veloped recently  in  the  United  States 
are  Orion  or  triamcinolone  which  is 
the  16-hydroxy  derivative  of  9  <x 
fluorohydrocortisone  by  Lederle  Lab- 
oratories Division,  American  Cyana- 
mid Co.;  Medrol  (6-methyI-A-l-hydro- 
cortisone  or  6-methyl  prednisolone)  by 
the  Upjohn  Co.;  and  a  21-fluoro  modi- 
fication of  9  cc  fluoro  prednisolone  by 
E.  R.  Squibb  &  Sons.  Orion  is  claimed 
to  be  from  fifteen  to  thirty-six  times 
more  potent  than  hydrocortisone  or 
four  to  nine  times  more  potent  than 
prednisone  or  prednisolone.  Messrs. 
Upjohn's  and  Squibb's  products  are 
said  to  be  three  or  four  times  more 
potent  than  prednisone.  All  the  pro- 
ducts are  still  under  trial. 

Organo-phosphorous  Insecticides 

Because  of  new  scientific  evidence, 
the  U.S.  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion has  tightened  safety  controls  on 
residues  of  organo-phosphorous  insecti- 
cides used  on  food  crops.  It  has  been 
found  necessary  to  take  account  of 
potentiation  when  different  members 
of  the  series  are  used  together.  Jhe 
Food  and  Drug  Administration  states 
that  "  in  considering  a  petition  for  a 
tolerance  or  tolerances  for  an  organo- 
phosphorous pesticide,  the  Administra- 
tion will  require  experimental  evidence 
showing  the  toxicity  of  the  compound 
when  fed  to  test  animals  with  each  of 
the  other  organo-phosphorous  pesti- 
cides which  has  a  tolerance  at  that 
time.  The  requirement  will  be  relaxed 
if  additional  scientific  evidence  shows 
it  can  be  done  without  hazard  to  the 
public  health."

The  latest 
hand-operated  model  takes  800  ft.  of 
Gumstrip  up  to  H-in.  width,  and  its 
cutting  plate  is  hinged  for  easy  cleaning. 
Gumstrip  may  be  had  printed  to  the 
customer's  specification. 

Self-adhesive  Labels. — Sole  producers 
in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Talon  self- 
adhesive  labels  (under  licence  from  the 
American  patentees)  are  William  Ses- 
sions, Ltd.,  Ebor  Press,  York.  Talon 
labels  require  no  moisture,  heat,  or 
gum  and  adhere  instantly  to  all  smooth 
and  polished  surfaces.  Because  of  the 
speed  of  adhesion  the  labelling  process 
is,  it  is  claimed,  greatly  speeded.  Five 
designs  of  hand  or  machine  "  dispen- 
cers "  for  all  casual,  intermittent,  or 
mass-production  labelling  are  offered 
by  the  company. 

For  Easier  Handling.  —  The  Carry- 
pack  lifting  handle  marketed  by  P.  P. 
Payne  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Haydn  Road,  Not- 
tingham, is  claimed  to  seal  a  package 
in  five  seconds.  The  handle  comprises 
a  strip  of  gummed  paper  combined  with 
a  handle  of  strong  cotton  tape,  and 
spans  packages  up  to  6  in.  long.  Its 
lifting  strength  is  40  lb.  The  adhesive  it 
bears  sticks  to  almost  any  surface,  thus 
ensuring  security  in  lifting  a  package  or 
box,  and  the  handle  prevents  damage  to 
goods  during  unpacking  from  tightly 
filled  cartons.  Rippatape,  another  speci- 
ality of  the  company,  is  a  sealing  tape 
with  a  breaking  strength  of  90-100  lb. 
per  1-in.  width. 

Package  Sealer.  —  Designed  for 
quick  sealing  of  small,  regularly  sized 
packages,  the  Flicx  sealer  utilises  cellu- 
lose tape  in  i-in.  to  1-in.  widths.  The 
length  of  tape  required  is  pre-set  and 
the  package  is  slid  across  the  sealer, 


which  automatically  cuts  the  tape.  A 
variable  tensioning  device  enables  the 
sealer  to  be  used  even  on  the  most 


fragile  goods.  The  manufacturers, 
Johnson  &  Johnson  (Gt.  Britain),  Ltd., 
market  a  range  of  packaging  tapes 
under  the  name  Permacel,  and  also  a 
number  of  other  "  dispensers  "  includ- 
ing a  dispenser  that  clips  on  to  a  roll  of 
tape.  The  tape  is  drawn  through  the 
dispenser  and  cut  by  pulling  the  non- 
adhesive  side  against  a  cutting  blade. 

Moisture-vapour     Proof     Tape.  — 

Lassometic,  marketed  by  Smith  & 
Nephew,  Ltd.,  Bessemer  Road,  Wel- 
wyn  Garden  City,  Herts,  is  a  pressure- 
sensitive  adhesive  tape  which  the  com- 
pany claims  is  ideal  for  sealing  tins, 
bottles  and  packages.  Though  thin,  it 
has  a  high  tensile  strength  and  is 
pliable  and  extensible.  One  of  a  wide 
range  of  adhesive  tapes  marketed  by 
the  company,  Lassometic  is  water  and 
moisture-vapour  proof  and  is  resistant 
to  oil,  acids,  alkalis  and  corrosive 
chemicals.  It  moulds  itself  neatly 
around  irregular  edges  and  shapes. 
Lassometic  can  be  supplied  in  widths 
of  i  in.  upwards  by  50-yd.,  75-yd. 
and  100-yard  lengths  on  2-  or  3-in. 
cores,  and  is  available  in  transparent, 
white,  black,  blue,  green,  yellow,  red, 
and  other  colours  if  required.

In  front  d 
the  heater  bar  is  a  curved  metal  fonr;

The  heater  bar  is  tiltej 
forward  slightly  so  that  it  is  virtual!

HEN  Geigy  Pharmaceutical  Co.,  Ltd.,  Wythen- 
shawe,  Manchester,  23,  decided  to  bring  out  a  new 
throat  lozenge  they  thought  that,  with  the  strong 
mpetition  such  a  product  would  have  to  face,  the  pack 
ould  be  almost  equal  in  importance  to  the  product, 
esogen  was  not  the  first  antiseptic  throat  lozenge,  and 
esentation  would  accordingly  play  an  important  part  in 
success.  Four  essential  requirements,  they  therefore 
cided,  needed  to  be  fulfilled:  the  pack  must  be  original, 
efficient,  easy  for  the  buyer 
to  carry  and  striking  in 
appearance.

The  lozenge  having  been  formulated,  a  decision  had  next 
'  be  taken  on  its  shape,  size  and  colour.  For  originality, 
e  lozenge  was  made  rectangular,  with  rounded  corners, 
he  Geigy  trade  mark  was  stamped  on  the  obverse  and 
le  product  name  Desogen  on  the  reverse  sides.  To  give 
clean,  fresh  appearance,  the  lozenge  was  kept  white. 
At  first,  the  company's  planners  were  inclined  to  adopt  a 
ctangular  blue  container — the  association  of  shapes  and 
mtrast  of  colours  would,  it  was  thought,  provide  a  pleas- 
g  and  "  selling  "  result.    Originality  was  the  influencing 


factor  in  an  early  switch  to  a  transparent  plastic  container, 
and  the  present  slide  top  was  a  logical  and  soon-adopted 
refinement.  The  slide  top  had  of  course  to  be  designed  so 
as  not  to  open  of  its  own  accord  in  the  pocket.  Nor  had 
it  to  be  so  stiff  that  it  would  be  hard  to  push  out  and 
back.  To  "  lock  "  the  top  two  lugs  were  provided  at  the 
end  of  the  slide  and  the  designers  also  aimed  at  a  slide 
that  the  user  had  only  to  withdraw  for  a  small  part  of  its 
length  in  order  to  extract  a  lozenge.  To  be  easily 
carried  the  box  needed  to  be  flat  and  shallow.  A  scooped 
out  finger-grip  was  incorporated  in  the  container  top  to 
make  it  easy  to  use. 

A  Subtlety  of  Design 

With  all  those  features  settled,  the  designers  of  the  parent 
company  in  Basle,  Switzerland,  drew  up  detailed  specifica- 
tions for  a  container  to  hold  twenty-four  lozenges.  In  the 
design  and  construction  stages  they  encountered  technical 
difficulties,  especially  in  regard  to  the  thickness  of  the 
plastic  to  be  used.  It  was  found  necessary,  for  example, 
to  have  one  end  of  the  container  slightly  thicker  than  the 
remaining  sides,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  closing 
device.  Various  hand-made  prototypes  were  examined 
before  a  final  decision  was  made  and  the  container  put  into 
mass  production. 

The  next  step  was  to  design  a  thin  card  layer  to  fit  round 
the  lozenges  inside  the  container,  leaving  two  lozenges  visible 
at  the  "  dispensing  "  end  and  allowing  one  of  them  to  be 
taken  out  when  the  slide  top  was  opened  a  little  way.  It 
was  decided  to  use  as  few  words  as  possible  on  the  face 
of  the  layer,  and  on  the  under  side,  visible  through  the 
base  of  the  container,  to  print  the  formula  and  directions. 
The  company's  name  and  address  appear  on  the  end  fold 
of  the  card  liner. 

For  filling  the  lozenges  into  the  pack  even  a  special 
machine  was  designed.  That  has  proved  as  successful  as 
the  pack. 

An  improvement  to  the  container  is  under  consideration. 
It  is  to  bevel  the  edges  of  the  container  to  make  it  still 
more  pleasant  to  the  touch.  The  bevel  would  reduce  wear 
on  pocket  linings.

AEROSOLS 

Despite  initial  difficulties  the  widening  com 
mercial  application  in  Britain  of  the  aeroso 
principle  has  created  an  industry  with  ; 
sales  turnover  of  more  than  £2i  million; 


THE  development  of  aerosols  was  not  the  subject  of 
major  research  until  the  1939-45  war,  when  it  was 
found  that  tropical  warfare  conditions  were  aggrava- 
ted by  the  myriads  of  insects.  The  problem  of  easing  the 
infantryman's  burden  led  to  the  development  by  the 
United  States  of  a  heavy  steel  cylinder  aerosol  (popularly 
called  a  "  bomb  "  and  closely  resembling  in  size  and  shape 
a  hand-grenade)  in  which  high  pressure  was  used  to  spray 
insecticides  in  an  extremely  fine  dispersion.  With  the 
war  ended,  the  commercial  possibilities  of  aerosols  were 
examined.  Two  problems  had  first  to  be  solved:  a  suitable 
low-vapour-pressure  propellent  had  to  be  found,  and  suit- 
able containers  had  to  be  devised. 

Refrigerant  was  the  Answer 

A  solution  to  the  first  of  those  problems  was  provided 
by  E.  I.  Du  Pont  De  Nemours  Co.,  Inc.,  who  adapted  a 
refrigerant  (Freon  12,  a  halogenated  lower  hydrocarbon) 
and  from  that  developed  a  series  of  Freons  with  such  wide 
variations  of  vapour  pressure,  stability  and  price  that  they 
offered  solutions  for  most  propellent  problems.  Tin  cans, 
in  which  beer  is  commonly  packed  in  the  United  States, 
proved  to  be  the  right  type  of  containers,  or  at  least 

to  provide  a  reasonable 
starting  point. 

In  Britain  the  com- 
mercial development  of 
the  aerosol  was  retarded 
by  a  lack  of  valves  and 
containers.  Not  until 
1950  were  the  difficulties 
partly  overcome,  and 
Cooper,  McDougall  & 
Robertson,  Ltd.,  Berk- 
hamsted,  Herts,  launched 
Cooper's  household  aero- 
sol —  the  first  aerosol 
on  the  British  market.  A 
special  licence  for  the 
importation  of  a  quan- 
tity of  valves  had  been 
granted  to  the  Metal 
Box  Co.,  Ltd.,  The 
Langham,  Portland  Place,  London,  W.l,  mainly  for  Messrs. 
Cooper,  McDougall,  though  a  few  were  released  to  other 
companies. 

The  next  manufacturers  to  market  an  aerosol  pack  were 
Walter  Gregory  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Wellington,  Somerset,  who 
have  had  a  veterinary  antibiotic  aerosol  on  sale  for  over 
two  years. 

In  a  little  under  seven  years  the  progress  of  aerosols  in 
Britain,  despite  great  technical  difficulties,  has  been  con- 
siderable.   Sales  now  exceed  £2|  millions. 

As  shown  in  the  accompanying  diagram,  an  aerosol 
container  (A)  holds  both  a  liquid  phase  and  a  gaseous

phase.  The  latter  is  at  a  pressure  higher  than  atmospheri 
The  opening  of  a  valve  by  pressing  button  (C)  establish 
free  communication  between  the  contents  of  the  contairu 
and  the  ambient  air,  and  the  pressure  of  the  gas  forc< 
the  liquid  up  the  standpipe  (B)  through  the  nozzle  (C 
As  the  liquid  solution  of  the 
active  ingredient  in  the  propel- 
lent leaves  the  discharge  nozzle, 
it  evaporates  immediately.  It 
undergoes  an  almost  explosive  ex- 
pansion to  roughly  260  times  its 
original  volume.  That  rapid 
vaporisation  makes  the  degree  of 
dispersion  of  the  active  ingredient 
in  the  atmosphere  so  high  that  the 
particles  remain  suspended  in  the 
air  for  periods  varying  between 
twenty  minutes  and  two  hours.  In 
foam-type  aerosols,  in  which  the 
active  ingredient  consists  of  a 
soap  solution,  vaporisation  takes 
place  in  the  same  way  when  the 
mixture  leaves  the  nozzle;  the  in- 
crease in  volume  leads,  not  to 
the  dispersion  of  the  active  in- 
gredient, but  to  the  formation  of 
a  large  amount  of  foam.  So  long  as  the  valve  is  open  th 
original  conditions  prevailing  in  the  container  are  contini 
ously  restored,  since,  owing  to  the  vaporisation  of  th 
liquid  phase,  an  adequate  supply  of  propellent  is  cor 
stantly  being  transformed  into  the  gaseous  phase,  maintair 
ing  excess  pressure  at  a  constant  level.  When  the  nozzl 
is  closed,  therefore,  the  physical  conditions  inside  the  cor 
tainer  are  identical  with  those  prevailing  before  its  us< 

Although  the  word  aerosol  is  now  associated  with  th 
pack,  strictly  it  refers  to  the  colloidal  dispersion  itsel 
The  type  of  aerosol  in  which  the  liquid  phase  is  a  home 
geneous  solution  of  the  active  ingredient  includes  perfum 
sprays,  lotions  and  insecticides.  The  group  may  be  sul 
divided  to  include  surface  aerosols  or  wet  sprays  such  a 
hair-dressing  lacquers,  residual  insecticides,  paints  an 
waxes,  the  formulation  of  which  is  designed  to  yield  a  w< 
spray  having  larger  particles.  That  is  done  by  using 
smaller  amount  of  the  propellent  in  the  formula  an 
generally  operating  at  a  lower  pressure.  In  some  surfac 
sprays,  finely  divided  solid  materials  may  be  present  in 
liquid  suspension  (in  space  aerosols  the  ingredients  are  a] 
in  true  solution). 

Among  the  foam-type  aerosols  are  shaving  creams,  haw 
lotions  and  shampoos.    The  consistency  of  the  foam 
varied  by  altering  the  amount  of  propellent  and  type  < 
active  ingredient. 

The  most  recent  application  of  the  aerosol  device  is  tlj 
powder  aerosol.  In  America  talcum  and  foot  powders  ai 
available  in  aerosol  packs.  The  first  British  application  hi 
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:en  in  medicine:  the  Polybactrin  antibiotic  powder  of 
ilmic,  Ltd.,  Crewe.  Powders  may  be  packed  with  a 
juefied  gas  propellent  of  the  same  type  as  in  a  liquid 
tace  aerosol  if  the  powder  is  capable  of  being  suspended 
the  liquefied  gas  propellent  without  lumps  or  hard 
diment  forming.  Upon  release  of  the  valve,  the  liquefied 
is  and  the  suspended  powder  are  forced  from  the  valve 
>ening,  and  the  gas  almost  instantly  vaporises  as  it  dis- 
larges  the  powder. 

Until  recently  the  only  propellents  available  in  Britain 
ere  Arcton  6  (dichlorodifluoromethane),  Arcton  9  (tri- 
dorofluoromethane  and — introduced  in  1955 — Arcton  33 
chlorotetrafiuoroethane)  manufactured  by  Imperial 
lemical  Industries,  Ltd.,  Millbank,  London,  S.W.I.  At 
)°  F.,  Arcton  6  has  a  vapour  pressure  of  70  lb.  per  sq. 
.;  Arcton  33,  12-8  lb.  per  sq.  in.;  and  Arcton  9,  264  in. 
ercury  vacuum.  Arcton  6  develops  too  high  a  pressure 
<r  use  in  the  ordinary  domestic  type  of  dispenser,  and  it 

usual  to  mix  it  with  one  of  the  other  two  products  in 
e  range  to  produce  mixtures  that  exert  more  suitable 
essures.  The  standard  propellent  mixture  offered  by 
C.I.  contains  approximately  equal  parts  of  Arcton  6  and 
rcton  9,  and  develops  a  pressure  of  about  36  lb.  per  sq. 
.  Mixtures  developing  predetermined  pressures  are  speci- 
ly  prepared  by  the  company  if  required.  Arcton  9  is 
ss  resistant  to  hydrolysis  than  Arcton  6,  and  when  a 
■opellent  is  being  used  with  formulations  containing  water 
:  any  of  the  lower  alcohols  it  is  better  to  use  instead 
ixtures  of  Arcton  6  and  Arcton  33.  All  are  non-toxic, 
m-inflammable,  and — when  dry — non-corrosive. 

In  1956,  Imperial  Smelting  Corporation,  Ltd.,  37  Dover 
reet,  London,  W.l,  entered  the  field  of  propellent  gases, 
ieir  products  being  marketed  under  the  name  of  Isceon. 
he  company  supplies  two  gases:  dichlorodifluoromethane 
sceon  122)  and  trichlorofluoromethane  (Isceon  131);  and 
le  mixture.  Other  suppliers  of  propellents  are  Brown  & 
orth,  Ltd.,  London,  N.W.I  (Freons),  and  Joseph  Weil  & 
)n,  Ltd.,  London,  E.C.2  (Algofrenes,  an  Italian  product). 

Costs  vary  in  different  countries.    In  the  United  States, 

lb.  of  propellent  costs  approximately  Is.  6d.,  in  Britain, 
/en  with  discounts  secured  for  quantity,  type  of  container, 
id  method  of  delivery,  about  2s.  7d.  The  high  cost  in 
ritain  has  deterred  manufacturers,  already  put  off  by  the 
assible  effect  of  purchase  tax  on  sales,  from  devoting  the 
:cessary  capital  to  research  and  development. 

It  has  also  prompted  a  search  for  an  alternative  pro- 
;llent. 

Methylene  chloride  is  one  substitute  for  trichlorofluoro- 
ethane.  The  two  propellents  are  used  in  association 
ith  the  normally  too  powerful  dichlorodifluoromethane. 
t  first  there  was  difficulty  in  finding  a  valve  rubber  which 
ould  stand  up  to  methylene  chloride,  but  recently  a  suit- 
ble  rubber  formulation  was  evolved,  and  the  com- 
pound will  come 
into  wider  use  as  a 
diluent  in  1957.  Al- 
ready Sparklets, 
Ltd.,  Queen  Street, 
London,  N.17,  use 
methylene  chloride 
in  their  Zonk 
oven-cleaner  aero- 
sol. 

Another  substi- 
tute is  butane. 
That  butane  is  in- 
flammable is  not 
necessarily  a  rea- 
son for  rejecting  it 
because  a  number 
of  aerosol  pro- 
ducts are  them- 
selves inflammable.

aerosol  packer  has 
to  establish  is 
whether  his  par- 
ticular product  is 
compatible  with, 
and  miscible  in 
the  propellent.  He 
must  make  sure 
that   the  presence 

of  the  propellent  does  not  act  on  the  product  and  cause 
it  to  corrode  the  container  or  the  valve,  or  change  its 
own  nature  or  odour,  or  be  affected  by  temperature  changes 
or  storage.  The  problem  o'f  compatibility  is  particularly 
acute  when  the  product  contains  a  perfume.  Even  lightly 
perfumed  items  such  as  shaving  creams  and  room  deo- 
dorants, insecticides,  and  veterinary  preparations  present 
problems.  Aromatic  additions  introduce  the  dangers  of 
hydrolysis  and  corrosion,  and  some  modification  of  the 
original  formula  of  a  product  may  be  usually  necessary  for 
that  reason.  Evaporation  of  perfumes  dispensed  as  aerosols 
is  much  more  rapid  than  when  they  are  sprayed  or  dropped 
from  conventional  containers,  and  special  aerosol  perfumes 
have  had  to  be  produced.  The  necessary  long-term  tests 
have  brought  about  a  time-lag  between  original  concept 
and  final  marketing. 

The  Valve 

The  valve  originally  used  by  the  Metal  Box  Co.,  Ltd.,  was 
of  metal,  and  was  called  the  Continental.  That  model  has 
largely  been  superseded  by  the  Precision,  a  plastic  valve, 
for  which  the  company  has  British  rights.  By  modifying 
the  dispenser  head,  the  Precision  may  be  used  with  a  wider 
variety  of  products,  both  liquid  and  foam,  than  the  Con- 
tinental. Two  basic  types  of  dispenser  head  are  available 
— a  liquid  spray  button  and  a  foam  head. 

Other  manufacturers  offer  valves,  thus  giving  the  user  a 
wider  choice  than  hitherto.  The  Risdon  (Glenham  Products, 
Ltd.,  London,  W.l)  is  in  two  types  suitable  for  most  pro- 
ducts in  glass  containers.  The  Safca  (Safca  Aerosol  Manu- 
facturing, Ltd.,  Bracknell,  Berks)  is  in  one  metal  and  two 
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plastic  varieties  for  normal  and 
for  bottle  aerosols.  A  range  of 
valves  is  offered  by  Speciality 
Valves,  Ltd.,  London,  W.I.  In 
a  slightly  different  category  is  the 
imported  Vapsol,  a  detachable 
valve  used  on  the  Polybactrin 
aerosol.  The  Vapsol  is  supplied 
by  M.  &  R.  Norton,  Ltd.,  Lon- 
don, S.W.4,  who  also  operate  an 
aerosol  filling  service.  The  valve 
is  not  at  present  generally  avail- 
able. Polybactrin,  the  first  pro- 
duct for  which  the  valve  was 
adapted,  is  dispensed  as  a  liquid 
dispersion  which  dries  on  reach- 
ing the  wound:  the  container  is 
made  of  glass  and  coated  with 
polyvinyl  chloride. 

Containers 

The  disadvantage  of  metal  con- 
tainers is  their  liability  to  cor- 
rosion, the  weakness  of  glass  its 
liability  to  breakage.  The  Inter- 
national Glass  Co.,  Ltd.,  140 
Park  Lane,  London,  W.l,  has  produced  a  specially  hard 
glass  container  designed  to  resist  pressure  and  minimise  the 
danger  of  tipping  or  breaking.  Strength  alone,  however, 
it  not  sufficient,  for  splinters  from  a  glass  aerosol  bottle 
accidentally  dropped  can  be  extremely  dangerous.  For 
that  reason  aerosol  bottles  are  always  coated  with  plastic. 
In  Britain  most  of  the  bottle  coating  is  done  by  Durable 
Plastics,  Ltd.,  Guildford.  The  practice  of  filling  contrac- 
tors is  to  make  one  or  two  pin-holes  in  the  coating;  other- 
wise, if  a  bottle  were  dropped  the  pressure  released  would 
cause  the  coating  to  swell  like  a  balloon.  Glass  cannot 
replace  entirely  the  metal  container  for  aerosols,  but  its 
visual  advantages  are  such  that,  with  products  in  which 
appearance  is  an  important  selling  factor  (e.g.  cosmetics) 
its  possibilities  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed.  A  further 
disadvantage  with  glass  is  its  cost.  A  glass  container  is 
at  least  three  times  as  expensive  as  a  metal  one  and  cannot 
be  subjected  to  more  than  25  lb.  pressure.  In  the  United 
States  research  is  known  to  be  under  way  on  nylon  con- 
tainers, and  a  melamine  plastic  container  has  been  on  the

Coi 
tainers  made  from  Zytel  nylon  resin  have  also  been  deve 
oped,  but  not  yet  on  a  commercial  basis.  Research  in  Brita

Packaging  and  Display  Encyclopaedia 

George  Newnes,  Ltd.,  Tower  House,  Southamptc 
Street,  London,  W.C.2.  Fourth  edition.  11|  x  8$  ill 
xvi  +  736.

Probably  the  most  comprehensive  work  on  packaging  put 
lished  in  Britain,  the  Encyclopaedia  is  an  invaluabi 
work  of  reference  to  all  concerned  with  any  of  the  mar 
facets  of  packaging.  It  is  five  years  since  the  appearand 
of  the  third  edition,  and  the  present  edition  fairly  accu 
ately  mirrors  the  major  improvements  in  the  approach  t 
and  execution  of  packaging  methods.  Analysis  of  material1 
methods  and  machinery  in  many  manufacturing  field 
and  other  sections  are  presented  in  a  manner  most  suitabl 
for  ready  reference.  Perhaps  two  criticisms  may  be  pe; 
mitted:  first,  the  coverage  of  up-to-date  research  coul 
have  been  wider  and  more  detailed;  and  secondly,  the  tw 
sections  devoted  to  toilet  preparations,  perfumes,  cosmetic 
and  to  the  packaging  of  pharmaceutical  products  could  hav 
been  more  detailed  also.  As  they  are  presented  they  ar 
almost  elementary.  However,  the  information  contained  i 
the  Encyclopaedia,  the  comprehensive  references  to  manv 
facturers  and  suppliers  of  packaging  aids  for  even  the  moi 
specialised  fields  of  manufacture,  mark  it  as  being  withoi: 
equal  in  its  own  field.

This  pack  also  won  the  first  prize  in  the  aerosol  room  deodorant  class,  one  of  ten  categories  ii 
the  competition.  Rex  witch  hazel  shaving  cream  (Rexall  Drug  Co.)  was  first  in  the  shave  products  section;  Tartan  sun  tan  lotion  (McKesson  &  Bobbins 
Inc.)  gained  first  place  in  the  miscellaneous  personal  products  section,  and  Matinee  hair  spray  (Scent  de  Paris  Co.)  was  first  in  the  hair  preparation 
class.

■cid.  salicyl.  co.  When,  in  accordance  with  normal 
>rocedure,  the  matter  came  before  the  Council  as  a 
/hole,  the  action  decided  upon  after  discussion  was  to 
[lcrease  the  first  recommended  fine  by  ten  times  and 
he  second  by  five  times. 

|  The  Executive  Council  was  unquestionably  right  to 
xamine  the  matter  independently  and  to  arrive  at  its 
>wn  assessment  of  the  penalty  to  be  applied.    That  is 
ts  duty  and  its  responsibility.    Though  a  Council  on 
nost  occasions  accepts  the  recommendations  of  its  pro- 
essional  Service  Committee — which  has  carried  out 
letailed  investigations  in  the  course  of  which  it  has 
leard  what  the  person  concerned  has  had  to  say  for 
limself — it  is  the  Council  that  has  to  arrive  at  the  deci- 
ion.  In  the  present  cases  the  amounts  of  the  penalties 
uggested  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Committee 
three  pharmacist  members,  three  lay  members  and  an 
tidependent  chairman)  were  not  heavy.   Penalties  of 
he  same  order  would  probably  have  been  recom- 
nended  for,  say,  a  10  per  cent,  deficiency  of  an  ingre- 
dient for  which  the  accepted  tolerance  is  1\  per  cent, 
fet  the  offences   themselves   are,   most  pharmacists 
/ould  recognise  and  admit,  more  serious  than  such  a 
tiortcoming.  They  were  deplorable  because  a  pharma- 
jist's  training  should  have  taught  him  to  distinguish 
larefully  between  one  substance  and  another.   But  if 
tie  Committee's  rating  was  low,  our  own  view  is  that 
he  Council  has  gone  too  far  the  other  way.  Its  sur- 
harge,  recommended  in  the  absence  of  the  offenders, 
ppears  harsh  and  vindictive.    Recommendations  are 
;viewed  by  the  Ministry  before  taking  effect. 
The  lesson  for  Pharmaceutical  Service  Committees  in 
i  11  areas  is  never  to  invite  such  a  flouting  of  their 
ecommendations.   Every  case  must  be  considered  on 
•s  merits.  There  are  degrees  of  guilt  and  there  must 
e  corresponding  degrees  of  penalty. 
To  the  ordinary  contractor  there  is  a  moral  too.  The 
ossibility  of  making  a  mistake  may  become  a  night- 


mare if  20-guinea  fines  became  common.  Therefore 
whatever  automatic  safeguards  can  be  devised  should 
be  applied.  Any  products  that  are  liable  to  be  confused 
with  one  another,  particularly  if  the  error  once  made 
be  difficult  to  detect,  should  be  kept  well  away  from 
one  another.  That  was  once  standard  practice  in  dis- 
pensaries. Perhaps  the  current  striving  for  order  and 
neatness,  with  standardised  containers  and  standard- 
ised labels  in  alphabetical  sequence,  can  be  so  strictly 
adhered  to  as  to  carry  its  own  dangers. 

Fats  as  a  Factor  in  Heart  Disease 

The  experimental  use  of  thyroid  extract  and  triiodo- 
thyroacetic  acid  to  reduce  blood  cholesterol  levels  with 
a  view  to  the  prophylaxis  of  coronary  thrombosis 
(C.  &  D.,  January  26,  p.  93)  is  an  indication  how 
seriously  medical  quarters  are  viewing  the  connection 
(not  yet  definitive)  between  high  cholesterol  or  other 
lipid  levels  in  the  blood  and  coronary  heart  disease. 

It  is  open  to  doubt  whether  there  is  any  serious 
future — in  that  connection — for  the  prophylactic  use 
of  thyroid  or  its  derivatives.  Certainly  there  would 
seem  to  be  obvious  drawbacks,  and  in  the  present  state 
of  knowledge  dieting,  no  doubt,  is  the  wisest  method. 

It  has  been  argued  that  a  factor  in  the  increasing 
incidence  of  coronary  thrombosis  is  an  increase  in  the 
consumption  of  fats.  Saturated  fats,  particularly,  tend 
to  increase  the  blood  cholesterol  level,  unsaturated  fats 
to  depress  it.  It  is  noteworthy  that  "  The  Times  Survey 
of  Food  in  Britain "  published  on  January  21 
states  that  "  during  this  century  .  .  .  living  standards 
as  measured  by  the  consumption  of  food  fats,  have 
risen  sharply,  mainly  as  a  result  of  the  increase  in  mar- 
garine " — largely,  be  it  remembered,  a  saturated  fatty 
material.  The  same  publication  shows  that  the  current 
consumption  of  margarine  is  now  three  times  its  pre- 
1914  equivalent  (18  lb.  against  6  lb.),  and  15  lb.  of  but- 
ter is  consumed  today  against  16  lb.  before  1914. 

Durable  and  Elegant 

The  days  when  packaging  was  considered  in  terms  of 
brown  paper,  string  and  sealing  wax  are  well  in  the 
past.  Ample  proof  of  that  was  provided  at  the  Packag- 
ing Exhibition  (p.  115)  just  ended.  In  search  of  greater 
speed,  efficiency,  economy  and  attractiveness  in  packag- 
ing, designers  of  machinery  have  reviewed  the  whole 
sequence  of  operations  from  filling  the  container  to  its 
sale  at  the  counter.  Such  a  study  was  necessary  if  the 
ability  to  fill  an  extra  thousand  containers  an  hour  was 
not  to  be  thrown  away  because  the  end  product  was 
(a)  not  sufficiently  well  protected  to  withstand  its  jour- 
neys (in  the  home  market  to  the  wholesaler  and  on  to 
the  retailer;  for  export,  to  docks  or  airport):  or  (b) 
not  sufficiently  attractive  to  sell. 

On  the  evidence  of  the  exhibits  at  Olympia,  the 
trend  now  is  towards  greater  sales  appeal — the  emphasis 
on  appearance  being  second  only  to  the  prime  need 
of  protection.  A  big  step  forward  has  been  taken  in 
enabling  the  customer  to  see  the  goods  she  is  buying. 
That  is  done  by  putting  the  goods  in  a  protective  but 
transparent  "chrysalis"  of  one  of  the  newer  plastic  wrap- 
pings. In  its  diversity  of  machines  for  handling  every 
packaging  need  the  Exhibition  was  exciting.  But  it  was 
also,  in  a  sense,  disappointing.  Greater  ingenuity  in 
applying  basic  packaging  principles  to  the  layout  and 
presentation  of  the  exhibition  would  have  been  welcome. 
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Overseas  Trade  in  Pharmaceuticals,  1956 

As  announced  last  week  (C.  &  D.,  January  26,  p.  80), 
United  Kingdom  exports  of  prepared  medicines  and 
drugs  during  1956  were  approximately  equal  in  value 
to  those  in  1955,  in  which  year  they  were  at  a  record 
high  level.  However,  in  the  early  months  of  1955  the 
figures  included  a  carry-forward  of  goods  delayed  by 
the  dock  strike  of  October,  1954,  whereas  in  the  last 
quarter  of  1956  (a)  the  closure  of  both  the  Suez  Canal  to 
shipping  and  the  Egyptian  market  to  British  exporters, 
and  (b)  the  restriction  of  imports  imposed  by  Australia 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  all  took  a  hand  in 
applying  the  brake  to  the  British  export  drive.  Ex- 
ports of  prepared  medicines,  etc.,  to  Egypt,  which  had 
been  running  at  around  £100,000  a  month  before

"DISPENSING"  THE  WEATHER 

A  pharmacist  is  Buxton's  borough  meteorologist 

T^HOSE  of  us  who  have  shivered  on  the  way  to  a  cold 
I    shop  to  dispense  an  "  urgent  "  prescription  can  have 
JL  nothing  but  admiration  for  a  colleague  whose  daily 
/ork  has  involved  ploughing  through  early  morning  snow 
r  perching  on  top  of  a  high  pole  in  a  thunderstorm.  Such 
a  person  is  Miss  Edith  Pilkington, 
M.P.S.,   whose   duty-cum-hobby  as 
meteorologist  for  Buxton,  Derbys, 
precedes    a    busy    round    in  her 
brother's     pharmacy     at  Market 
Place. 

As  effervescent  as  her  weather  re- 
ports which  have  appeared  daily 
since  1924,  at  the  local  museum  and 
on  the  wall  of  the  chemist's  shop, 
Miss  Pilkington  had  an  early 
apprenticeship  to  both  pharmacy 
and  the  ways  of  the  weather  under 
her  father,  the  late  Mr.  W.  Pilking- 
ton, Ph.C,  F.R.Met.Soc,  who  was 
lonorary  meteorologist  in  Buxton  from  1898  until  he  re- 
ired  in  1923.  Even  when  at  the  local  Cavendish  High 
chool  for  girls  Miss  Pilkington  would  accompany  her 
ather  on  meteorological  reading  excursions  and  later, 
pprenticed  in  the  pharmacy,  she  would  deputise  as  clerk 
»f  weather.  Part  I  taken  at  Nottingham  and  Part  II  from 
Manchester,  Miss  Pilkington  qualified  in  1922  and  spent 
he  next  twelve  months  as  pharmacist  in  North  Stafford- 
hire  Royal  Infirmary.  On  her  return  to  Buxton  at  the 
nd  of  1923  she  was  appointed  borough  meteorologist.  So 
>egan  the  interminable  flow  of  neat  yellow  sheets  with  their 
ithy  pointers,  racy  forecasts  or  frank  admittance  of 
ailure  ("we  have  only  the  foggiest  idea  about  today") 
vhich  have  become  such  an  integral  part  of  Buxton's  way 
f  life. 

As  refreshingly  free  from  meteorological  jargon  as  the 
ummer  breeze,  a  lanuary  day  is  described  as  "typical, 
opical,  but  not  exactly  tropical  with  the  thermal  factory 
>n  short  time."  Further  outlook  on  an  April  Saturday  is 
hat  the  Sunday  will  be  the  "  weak  end  of  the  week-end  " 
ind  May-day  winds  "  wander  casually  up  from  the  south." 

Statistics  for  the  daily  forecast  are  entered  in  the  record  book.

Without  respite 
on  Sundays  or 
Christmas  day, 
readings  are  taken 
of  temperatures, 
pressure,  winds, 
rainfall,  sunshine, 
clouds,  visibility 
and  humidity.  A 
comprehen- 
sive  summary  is 
sent  to  the  Air 
Ministry  each 
month  and  the  re- 
cords are  available 
for  reference. 
From  daily  ob- 
servations, plus 
information  re- 
ceived from  the 
Air  Ministry,  a 
local  forecast  is 
compiled.  Special 
weather  problems 
are  presented,  for 
the  Buxton  station, 
(established  in  1868)  at  1,000  ft.  above  sea  level,  is  one  of 
the  highest  in  the  country.  Temperatures  are  normally 
three  degrees  below  those  in  low-lying  places  and  the  deficit 
of  1  in.  in  pressure  levels  means  an  upset  to  barometers 
unless  specially  adjusted  to  suit  local  conditions. 

At  one  time  the  sunshine  recorder  was  perched  on  a 
small  iron  platform  on  the  top  of  a  long  pole,  in  order 
to  clear  the  obstruction  of  surrounding  trees.  To  reach  it 
it  was  necessary  to  climb  a  rickety,  rusty  iron  ladder. 

"  I  still  remember  my  feelings  when  I  had  to  climb  it 
during  a  thunderstorm,"  says  Miss  Pilkington.  "  I  didn't 
waste  any  time  at  the  top,  I  assure  you." 

The  site  has  since  been  moved  but  even  now  Miss 
Pilkington  is  occasionally  in  danger  of  being  blown  off  her 
feet.  "  Most  winters  I  have  to  plough  through  snow  up  to 
18  in.  deep,"  she  comments.  "I  take  the  readings  before 
workmen  clear  the  paths  and  it  has  happened  that  rain 
gauge  and  ground  thermometer  have  been  completely 
buried.  But  on  other  days  it's  a  real  joy  to  be  out  in  the 
sunshine  and  tonic  air." 

Her  infectious  enthusiasm  had  its  reward  recently  when 
she  received  a  barograph  from  the  Air  Ministry  and  a 
letter  of  congratulations  from  Buxton  Corporation,  both 
marking  forty  years  of  unstinted  effort  and  genuine  interest 
in  Buxton  weather.

EVEN  when  I  was  quite  a  small  boy  I  can  remember 
my  mother  consuming  vast  quantities  of  salad. 
"  Why  do  you  eat  that  stuff  ?  "  I  would  ask.  "  Be- 
cause it's  good  for  me."  And,  at  a  later  date:  "It  keeps 
me  slim/  Much  later  on  still,  from  my  pharmacist  wife: 
"  It's  got  vitamins  in  it." 

The  questions  why,  how — and  if — salad  is  so  good  for 
one  has  bothered  me  for  years.  In  my  time  I  have  been, 
like  many  young  people,  a  violent  opponent  of  salad  in 
any  shape  or  form.  So  far  as  I  was  concerned  a  glass  of 
water  and  a  box  of  vitamin  pills  would  do  me  just  as  much 
good. 

So  I  have  gone  on  my  way,  a  heretic  about  salad,  until 
recently.  Then  I  discovered  Nicholas  Culpeper's  "  The  Eng- 
lish Physician,  Enlarged,"  first  published  in  1650.  The  book 
is  written  at  two  levels :  "  To  the  Vulgar,"  and  "  To  such 
as  study  Astrology."  The  Vulgar  looked  up  their  diseases 
in  the  index,  which  showed  them  which  herbs  were  useful: 
they  gathered  the  herbs,  prepared  them  as  described,  and 
used  them.  The  Astrologers  had  a  much  more  difficult  time. 
They  had  to  follow  more  complicated  directions,  the  posi- 
tions of  the  heavenly  bodies  being  of  fundamental  import- 
ance when  gathering  the  herbs. 

Culpeper's  herbal  changed  my  ideas  about  salad.  Accord- 
ing to  Culpeper  the  things  eaten  in  salads  can  cure  almost 
any  disease,  and  even  provide  moral  help.  It  is  first  neces- 
sary to  appreciate  that  the  herbs  are  governed  by  the  planets, 
the  sun,  and  the  moon.  Lettuce  is  under  the  moon,  which, 
being  opposed  to  the  sun,  cools  heat  and  dryness.  It  also 
abates  bodily  lust.  Unfortunately  its  use  is  forbidden  to  the 
short-winded.  Watercress,  also  under  the  moon,  is  excellent 
against  scurvy.  That  is  presumably  due  to  its  vitamin  C 
content.  Cucumber,  or  cowcumber  (the  pronunciation  of 
the  Vulgar),  is  another  cooling  herb,  but  too  much  of  it 
fills  the  body  with  raw  humours. 

Under  Mars  are  onions  and  radishes,  onion  juice  being 
excellent  for  the  bite  of  a  mad  dog,  and  radish  is  good  for 
scurvy,  worms,  and  joint-ache.  Even  in  those  far-off  days 
self-medication  had  reared  its  ugly  head.  Radishes  "  were 
eaten  in  Wantoness  by  the  Gentry."  Culpeper's  advice  was 
to  send  for  a  physician  as  fast  as  possible,  as  they  corrupt 
the  blood. 

Cabbage  seems  to  be  about  the  most  useful  material  any- 
body could  have.  If  one  is  bitten  by  an  adder:  if  one  is 
hoarse;  or  if  one's  spleen  is  obstructed,  cabbage  is  the  thing 
to  take.  If  one  has  joint-ache,  swellings,  melancholy,  gout 
or  wind,  one  should  eat  cabbage.  "  Honest  old  Cato  used 
no  other  Physik."  If  Culpeper,  or  even  honest  old  Cato, 
had  only  had  this  century's  sales-promotion  technique,  the 
world  would  be  a  different  place  today.  Cabbage  apparently 
stops  one  from  becoming  drunk,  or  even  sobers  one  up 
again.  (Dear  Mrs.  Carstairs,  I  should  be  delighted  to  come 
for  cocktails  and  cabbage  next  Thursday.) 

It  must  be  easy  for  the  reader  to  imagine  how  I  felt  when 
I  first  read  about  those  salad  plants  and  their  virtues.  What 
had  I  missed  by  not  eating  salad  all  these  years  ?  I  took  to 
eating  green  stuff  that  would  have  fattened  a  rabbit.  How- 
ever, the  initial  enthusiasm  wore  off,  and  I  began  to  think 
about  the  subject  more  objectively.  Being  short-winded  I 
was  debarred  from  eating  lettuce.  About  bodily  lust  I  have 
never  quite  made  up  my  mind.  I  knew  a  number  of  people 
who  ate  cabbage  and  still  suffered  from  sciatica.  I  was  not 
in  need  of  the  raw  humours  from  cucumbers  and  radishes. 
My  vitamin  C  I  prefer  from  a  bottle.  I  might  stick  out 
for  an  olive  in  my  Dry  Martini,  or  lemon  peel  in  my  gin, 
but  cabbage — no !  My  wife  said  :  "  Why  have  you  stopped 
eating  salad  ?  I  thought  you'd  come  to  like  it."'  "  I  never 
did  really,  but  for  a  time  I  was  convinced  it  was  doing  me 
good.  Now  I  am  not  quite  sure.  I'm  not  vulgar  enough 
— or  not  sufficiently  knowledgeable  about  Astrology."

at  belief.  At  a  conference  of  Pharma- 
utical  Committee  representatives  in 
Dndon  the  supposedly  over-docile  sec- 
tary castigated  with  scarcely  concealed 
ssion  those  responsible  for  that  high- 
ndedness  by  one  party  to  the  con- 
ict.  Mr.  Noble's  words  rallied  the 
presentatives  to  action  more  forth- 
»ht  than  any  they  had  themselves 
en  suggested  for  years. 
His  firmness  and  strength,  now  appar- 
t  to  the  membership  at  large,  had 
en  recognised  by  the  Executive  at  that 
rlier  testing-time  to  which  reference 
s  been  made.

:  the  approaching  retirement  of  his 
edecessor,  the  Executive  of  the  Union 
d  to  appoint  someone  to  take 
s  place.  The  late  Mr.  G.  A. 
allinson  was  a  hard-hitting  individual- 

who,  with  an  acute  awareness  of  the 
oblems  facing  him  as  a  contractor 
ider  National  Health  Insurance,  had 
dened  his  range  to  identify  with  his 
vn  interests  those  of  all  other  chemist 
ntractors.  He  had  fought  tenaciousiy 

secure  proper  financial  recognition 
r  his  colleagues  the  N.P.U.  members. 
iould  the  Executive  seek  to  find  just 
ch  another  man  as  his  successor? 
Harry  Noble,  Mallinson*s  second-in- 
mmand  at  Queen  Square,  appeared  a 
rsonality  of  very  different  type.  He 
uid  claim  little  first-hand  experience 
one  as  proprietor)  of  the  difficulties 
d  problems  of  chemist  contractors, 
'om  his  early  academic  achievements, 
distinguished  career  in  teaching  and 
search  might  have  been  predicted.  The 
P  main  qualities  that  led  to  his  being 
nd-picked  for  secretarial  and  admin- 
rative  duties  on  the  Union's  head- 
larters'  staff  were  a  quick  intellectual 
asp  and  the  ability  to  view  a  problem 
3m  all  aspects. 

Faced  with  their  task  of  selection,  the 
cecutive  unhesitatingly  promoted  the 
:puty  secretary  to  Mr.  Mallinson's 
ice.  They  did  not  fail  to  recognise 

him  the  underlying  firmness  of  pur- 
»se  that  went  with  other  qualities  at 
ice  more  obvious  and  more  necessary 

that  stage  in  N.P.U.  affairs.  For  it  is 


to  be  noted  that  in  the  meantime  times 
had  changed.  New  circumstances,  more 
complicated  and  more  difficult  to  influ- 
ence, called  for  his  immense  memory 
for  departmental  detail;  his  capacity  for 
prolonged  concentrated  work;  his  gift  of 
presenting  a  case  convincingly;  and  his 
conciliatory  manner. 

It  is  illuminating  to  look  back  at  Mr. 
Noble's  early  career  for  indications 
of  the  later  maturity  and  strength.  The 
son  of  a  pharmacist  (his  father  was 
well  known  in  wholesale  circles),  he 
served  his  apprenticeship  with  W.  Owen 
&  Son,  Ltd.,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  after 
an  education  at  Rutherford  College. 
Newcastle.  In  his  apprenticeship  he  re- 
ceived a  good  grounding  in  professional 


pharmacy  accompanied  (as  might  be 
expected  from  a  pharmacy  in  which 
Lucozade  was  born)  by  a  sound  busi- 
ness training. 

His  Inter.  B.Pharm.  came  after  a  full- 
time  course  at  Armstrong  (now  King's) 
College,  Newcastle,  but  for  the  Final 
he  went  south  in  October  1929  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  school.  In 
that  year  he  was  the  Bell  Scholar.  Two 
years  later  he  gained  the  Society's 
bronze  medal  and  Harrison  prize  and 
his  B.Pharm.  degree,  and  also  qualified 
as  Pharmaceutical  Chemist.  Staying  on 
as  demonstrator  in  pharmacognosy  and 
pharmacy,  he  served  under  both  Green- 
ish and  Berry.  At  vacation  times  he  took 
posts  as  assistant  in  retail  pharmacies. 
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After  an  approach  by  Mr.  Mallinson 
in  1935  he  transferred  from  Bloomsbury 
Square  to  Queen  Square,  originally  for 
work  on  the  then  new  C.F.  scheme,  but 
later  switching  to  N.P.U.  matters.  He 
was  called  to  the  Bar  at  the  Middle 
Temple  in  1940,  became  assistant  secre- 
tary of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion in  1940,  and  deputy  secretary  of  the 
N.P.U.  after  the  end  of  the  1 939^45 
war.  From  that  time  his  progress  has 
become  well  known  to  all. 

Negotiations  Ahead 

What  of  the  future?  A  recent  change 
of  Minister  at  the  Department  of 
Health  makes  the  question  topical  and 
important.  For  what  reason  the  Prime 
Minister  chose  Mr.  Dennis  Vosper  for 
office  has  not  been  stated,  but  it  is  open 
to  speculation  that  a  party  whip  may 
have  been  thought  to  possess  the  neces- 
sary toughness  to  deal  with  a  medical 
profession  in  demanding  mood.  Mr. 
Noble,  secretary  of  the  Contractors' 
Committee  as  of  the  N.P.U.  itself,  has 
himself  some  negotiations  ahead.  Firmly 
established  now  in  the  favour  and 
esteem  of  his  colleagues,  he  has  still 
to  try  and  win  concessions  from  the 
Minister  if  the  recent  gains  in  contrac- 
tors' remuneration  are  not  to  be  over- 
taken by  other  economic  factors  to 
which  the  attention  of  the  Minister  has 
already  been  drawn.  Mr.  Noble  has 
the  patience  to  amass  the  evidence  in 
support  of  the  claim,  the  skill  to  present 
it,  the  eloquence  to  argue  it,  added,  as 
recent  events  have  shown,  to  a  passion- 
ate sense  that  injustice  must  be  exposed. 
That  is  quite  a  contribution  from  a 
single  member  of  the  negotiating  body. 
Teamwork  must  supply  the  rest. 


PROTEINS  AT  INTERFACES 

Importance  to  cosmetic  chemists 


THE  cosmetic  chemist  at  one  time  re- 
gards protein  as  a  raw  material  for  his 
formulations  and  at  another  as  skin  and 
hair,  to  the  service  of  which  his  formu- 
lations are  devised  to  minister.  "  The 
Behaviour  of  Proteins  at  Interfaces " 
was  the  subject  of  the  address  at  the 
third  winter  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Cosmetic  Chemists  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Schul- 
man,  O.B.E.  (reader  in  surface  chemis- 
try at  Cambridge  University).  He  pre- 
sented the  phenomena  observed  when 
dilute  protein  solutions  are  injected  be- 
low monolayers  formed  by  lipids  such 
as  detergents  on  a  water  surface  in  a 
modified  Langmuir  trough.  The  choice 
of  a  suitable  monolayer  was  directed  to 
the  provision  of  a  relatively  insoluble 
and  stable  film  on  which  the  sign  of  the 
electrical  charge  could  be  predeter- 
mined. Stable  monolayers  with  electro- 
negative charges  were  obtained  by  re- 
placing the  conventional  sodium  lauryl 
sulphate  by  sodium  behenyl  sulphate 
(Ci^byC-  )  which  formed  an  incompres- 
sible film,  or  by  cephalin  or  cardiolipin 
which  both  formed  compressible  mono- 
layers. Cholesterol  gave  uncharged  films 
of  low  compressibility.  Positively  charged 
films  were  made  stable  by  replacing  the 
simple  type  of  alkyl  trimethyl  ammo- 
nium halide  by  stearyl  choline  or  by 
lecithin.  The  proteins  investigated  in- 
cluded haemoglobin,  y  globulin,  serum 
albumin  and  the  enzymes  catalase  and 
trypsin,  the  latter  being  useful  because 
a  measurement  of  activity  could  be 
employed  to  trace  the  fate  of  the  pro- 
tein. The  lipid  monolayer  was  in  each 


case  brought  to  a  surface  pressure  above 
the  critical  pressure  at  which  a  protein 
monolayer  broke  down,  namely  above 
15-16  dynes  per  cm.  In  those  circum- 
stances the  protein  could  not  enter  the 
monolayer  unless  there  was  some  com- 
bination with  the  monolayer.  A  con- 
siderable rise  in  film  pressure  took 
place  when  the  pn  was  such  that  the 
protein  and  lipid  monolayer  were  oppo- 
sitely charged,  the  magnitude  of  the 
rise  being  greater  for  the  less  compres- 
sible lipid  monolayers. 

There  was  evidence  that  a  protein 
such  as  albumin  had  molecules  in  the 
form  of  a  helix,  even  in  solution,  and 
that  the  helix  exposed  on  the  outer 
side  some  thirty  receptive  centres  to 
which  lipid  units  could  attach  them- 
selves. When  those  centres  were  satisfied 
the  molecule  uncoiled  suddenly,  expos- 
ing a  further  number  of  receptive  cen- 
tres which  were  originally  inside  the 
helix,  and  those  in  turn  took  up  lipid 
units.  Viscosity  measurements  showed 
that  to  occur  and  the  molecular  weight 
of  the  complex  had  been  determined 
by  an  optical  method.  At  the  surface  of 
emulsion  droplets  catalase  and  trypsin 
adsorbed  readily  to  a  condensed  mono- 
layer concentration  and  the  enzyme  was 
uncoiled  and  inactivated  in  the  process. 
If,  however,  lecithin  could  be  added  to 
the  oil  phase  the  protein  could  no 
longer  enter  the  interface  as  could  be 
shown  by  filtering  off  or  centrifuging 
the  droplets  from  the  aqueous  phase. 
There  was  no  diminution  in  enzyme 
activity  in  the  aqueous  phase.

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MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 


ORAL  PENICILLIN  BLOOD  LEVELS 
A  study  of  the  blood  levels  of  penicillin  attained  in  children 
after  administering  oral  penicillin  G  and  penicillin  V  has 
been  made  by  E.  J.  Holborow  and  others  with  a  view  to 
using  penicillin  V  in  prophylaxis  of  rheumatic  fever  recur- 
rences (British  Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1338).  Tablets,  pre- 
pared for  oral  use,  contained  either  200,000  units  of  benzyl- 
penicillin  G,  or  120  mgm.  of  penicillin  V,  amounts  practic- 
ally equivalent  by  iodometric  titration  and  in  bacterial 
potency.  Blood  samples  were  taken  by  ear-prick  at  intervals 
of  one,  three  and  five  hours  after  administration  and  the 
penicillin  content  of  the  serum  was  assayed  from  the  highest 
dilution  of  serum  inhibiting  growth.  There  was  little  differ- 
ence in  blood  levels  attained  after  one  hour,  but  the  levels  of 
penicillin  V  were  considerably  higher  after  three  and  five 
hours.  Both  forms  of  oral  penicillin  were  better  absorbed 
when  given  after  a  meal. 

NASAL  SPRAY  DANGERS  WITH  INFANTS 
Nasal  sprays  containing  2-(l : 2 : 3 :4-tetrahydro-l-naphthyl) 
imidazoline  hydrochloride  (tetrahydrozoline,  Tyzanol)  are 
widely  used  for  their  nasal  decongestant  action.  A  warning 
notice  in  the  literature  issued  with  the  01  per  cent,  solution 
states  that  it  is  not  intended  for  use  in  infants  or  young 
children,  on  account  of  the  likelihood  of  overdosage.  Three 
cases  have  been  reported  by  Brainerd  and  Olmsted  (/.  Pediat., 
1956.  48.  157-64),  in  which  the  therapeutic  use  of  tetra- 
hydrozoline produced  toxic  reactions  in  infants.  The  symp- 
toms were  severe  drowsiness,  irregular  or  shallow  breathing, 
and  refusal  of  food.  When  the  drug  was  discontinued  all 
the  infants  made  speedy  recovery.  In  twenty-five  experi- 
mental courses  of  tetrahydrozoline  medication,  affecting  nine- 
teen children,  there  were  four  cases  of  marked  drowsiness. 
The  authors  suggest  that  individual  hypersensitivity,  rather 
than  the  inherent  toxicity  of  the  drug,  may  be  responsible 
for  the  untoward  reactions  occasionally  encountered. 

BUCLIZINE  IN  PREGNANCY  VOMITING 
The  analysis  of  results  of  a  clinical  trial  into  the  value  of 
buclizine  hydrochloride  (Vibazine)  for  excessive  vomiting 
of  pregnancy  show  that  53  per  cent,  of  patients  who  under- 
went treatment  were  completely  relieved,  14  per  cent,  were 
much  improved,  19  per  cent,  were  improved,  5  5  per  cent, 
were  unchanged,  and  8'5  per  cent,  were  worse  (British  Medi- 
cal Journal,  1956.  2.  1276).  "  In  drawing  any  conclusion  from 
a  survey  into  the  value  of  a  drug  for  vomiting  of  pregnancy," 
comments  the  investigator,  M.  P.  Durham,  "  it  is  essential 
to  remember  that  the  aetiology  of  the  condition  is  not 
understood  and  is  probably  multiple.  It  is  well  known  that 
many  patients  suffering  from  vomiting  will  improve  after 
reassurance,  and  may  improve  on  inert  therapy."  Even 
after  taking  into  account  possible  improvement  resulting 
from  "  suggestion  therapy,"  the  high  percentage  of  patients 
benefiting  appeared  to  indicate  a  good  therapeutic  response 
to  buclizine  hydrochloride.  Many  of  the  thirty-six  patients 
involved  in  the  test  had  previously  been  treated  with  other 
drugs,  including  antihistamines. 

TRIAL  OF  NOVOBIOCIN 

The  management  of  infections  attributable  to  strains  of 
Micrococcus  pyogenes  (staphylococcus)  that  are  resistant  to 
many  antibiotics  has  been  achieved  in  many  cases  by  the  use 
of  the  new  antibiotic,  novobiocin,  state  Martin  and  others 
in  a  report  of  a  controlled  clinical  trial  (Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  1956.  2.  1150).  The  drug  has 
been  successfully  used  in  the  treatment  of  certain  cases  of 
bacteremia,  soft  tissue  and  bone  infections,  enterocolitis, 
urinary  infections,  post-operative  meningitis  and  infections 
of  the  respiratory  tract  in  which  the  aetiological  agent  has 
been  staphylococcus.  Doses  of  500  mgm.  orally  every  six 
hours  were  used  for  moderately  severe  infections,  a  satisfac- 
tory response  being  achieved  in  twenty  out  of  twenty-two 
cases.  Some  side-effects  occurred,  mostly  in  the  form  of 
allergic  dermatitis  and  the  development  of  resistance  to  novo- 
biocin by  some  strains  of  staphylococcus  has  already  been 
observed.  "  Only  further  experience  will  determine  to  what 
degree  Micrococcus  pyogenes  may  develop  resistance  to 
that  antibiotic,"  concludes  the  report,  "  but  continued  study 
of  its  clinical  application  appears  warranted." 


SENSITIVITY  TO  METHYL  PENTYNOL 
The  potential  toxicity  of  methyl  pentynol  (Oblivon)  is 
pointed  out  by  E.  Marley  and  J.  S.  W.  Chambers  (British 
Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1467)  in  a  report  of  eight  illustra- 
tive case  histories.  One  of  the  striking  features,  the  report 
states,  is  the  facility  with  which  toxic  reactions  might  result 
from  the  ingestion  of  small  quantities  of  methyl  pentynol. 
The  clinical  picture  so  produced  is  stated  to  emulate  that 
seen  in  acute  alcoholic  intoxication.  The  spectrum  of  mood 
deviations  ranged  from  elation  to  depression  and  there  were 
cases  of  visual  hallucinations.  Dizziness  and  light-headedness 
were  the  most  frequent  of  the  side-effects  noted  in  the  thirty 
individuals  not  exhibiting  toxic  reactions  to  the  drug.  Since 
methyl  pentynol  does  not  accumulate  in  the  human  body,  the 
paradoxical  situation  of  toxic  reactions  developing  with 
therapeutic  doses  of  the  drug  is  attributed  to  unusual  sensi- 
tivity. Factors  contributing  to  susceptibility  are  now  being 
examined. 

MASS  THREADWORM  THERAPY 

A  mass  therapy  to  evaluate  the  success  of  vermicides  against 
threadworms  with  a  six  months'  follow-up  of  the  results  has 
been  carried  out  by  a  Shetland  doctor.  In  his  report  (British. 
Medical  Journal,  1956.  2.  1156)  R.  D.  Hill  says  that,  as  sole 
medical  practitioner  on  the  Isles  (population  866),  he  noticed 
that  a  number  of  children  (eighteen  in  three  months)  were 
being  brought  to  him  suffering  from  threadworm  infestation. 
Individual  treatment  did  not  eliminate  the  condition  due  to 
rapid  reinfestation  and  it  was  decided  to  undertake  mass 
therapy,  a  procedure  which  had  previously  been  most  effec- 
tive in  other  helminthic  infestations  such  as  hookworm. 
Expense  ruling  out  treatment  of  every  islander,  parents'  per- 
mission was  obtained  and  all  the  children  aged  one  to  four- 
teen were  treated  with  piperazine  adipate.  A  sample  group 
of  fifty  children  were  examined  by  anal  swabs,  and  their 
mothers  questioned  about  their  symptoms,  before  and  after 
treatment.  Before  treatment  thirty-two  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  threadworms;  two  weeks  after,  all  thirty  who 
completed  the  course  were  free  from  infestation,  but  six 
months  later  twenty  had  become  reinfested.  One  month  after 
a  second  course  of  treatment,  however,  all  were  symptom- 
free.  In  conclusion  it  is  stated  that  piperazine  adipate  is 
effective  in  eradicating  threadworm  infestation  in  a  com- 
munity of  children,  but  to  prevent  relapse  parents,  especially 
the  mothers,  should  be  treated  at  the  same  time. 

FILTRATION  OF  CARCINOGENS  FROM 
TOBACCO  SMOKE 

Although  economic  factors  and  firmly  entrenched  habit 
make  the  cessation  of  smoking  unlikely,  worth-while  reduc- 
tion in  carcinogens  inhaled  can  be  achieved  by  the  fitting 
of  an  efficient  filter  to  cigarettes  (British  Medical  Journal, 
1957.  1.  1).  E.  L.  Wynder  states  that  it  is  a  working  hypo- 
thesis that  a  major  proportion  of  the  tobacco-tar  carcino- 
gens are  formed  through  the  decomposition  of  the  organic 
substances  during  smoking,  which  thus  serve  as  precursors 
to  tobacco-tar  carcinogens.  "  It  is  entirely  possible  to 
develop  a  filtered  cigarette  with  a  good  pressure  drop  and 
satisfactory  tobacco  taste,  which  will  remove  about  40  per 
cent,  of  nicotine  and  tar  from  a  given  cigarette,"  the  re- 
port continues.  Professor  Wynder  considers  that,  sooner 
or  later,  regulations  must  be  introduced  that  establish 
criteria  for  the  amount  of  tar  which  may  pass  through  a 
given  filter,  and  that  will  require  a  manufacturer  to  state 
the  effectiveness  of  a  given  filter.  It  may  also  be  possible 
to  remove  from  the  tobacco  leaf  the  hydrocarbons  which 
represent  one  of  the  major  precursors  of  tobacco-tar  car- 
cinogens. Most  of  the  aliphatic  hydrocarbons  are  in  the 
waxes  that  cover  the  tobacco  leaf,  and  terpenes  are  also 
present.  It  may  be  practicable  to  remove  all  or  part  of 
those  substances  from  tobacco  with  eluents  such  as  hexane. 
Professor  Wynder  also  suggests  that,  since  pyrolysis  plays 
an  important  part  in  the  formation  of  carcinogens,  modi- 
fication of  pyrolysis  may  reduce  the  amount  of  those 
substances.  Jointly  with  work  carried  out  toward  reducing 
the  carcinogens  in  tobacco  tar  to  a  subthreshold  level,  work 
should  also  be  carried  out  on  nicotine  effects  to  determine 
whether  it,  too,  can  be  brought  to  a  subthreshold  level.

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NOTES  ON 
NEW  MEDICAMENTS 

Comments  on  items  given  in  Guide  to  New 
Medicaments,  especially  to  show  their  relation- 
ship— pharmacological  or  chemical — with  other 
products  or  compounds. 

ASMAPAX. — Similar  methods  to  those  employed 
in  Dexten  and  Barbidex  are  used  to  control 
the  absorption  of  ephedrine,  and  the  other 
constituents  support  the  broncho-dilatory  action 
thus  obtained.  Fydal  and  Fydalex  are  products 
designed  to  achieve  a  similar  extended  action 
by  incorporating  the  different  constituents  in 
different  layers  of  a  multi-cored  tablet. 

BECOSYM. — The  product  is  now  supplied  in 
one-solution  ampoules  and  not  as  previously 
stated  in  this  column. 

BUCROL.— B.Z.55  or  carbutamide.  This  is  a 
sulphonamide  which  acts  as  an  insulin  potentia- 
tor. In  diabetics  who  have  retained  some  in- 
sulin activity,  the  compound  may  act  as  an 
"  insulin-sparer,"  and  enable  the  dose  of  insulin 
to  be  reduced.  It  is  not  suitable  for  every 
diabetic,  and  agranulocytosis  has  followed  its 
use  in  some  cases.  A  similar  product,  which 
may  prove  to  be  less  toxic,  is  tolbutamide 
(Rastinon). 

ENTAMIDE. — The  standard  drug  of  amebiasis  is 
emetine,  but  as  it  is  toxic,  bed  rest  is  essential 
during  treatment.  Entamide,  being  less  toxic, 
is  suitable  for  ambulant  patients,  and  con- 
comitant therapy  with  enemas  is  unnecessary. 
Other  drugs  for  amebiasis  include  chloroquine, 
diiodohydroxyquinoline,   and   the  tetracyclines. 

IBEROL. — This  product  contains  a  comprehensive 
range  of  substances  concerned  in  blood  forma- 
tion and  nutrition,  including  iron,  vitamin  C, 
liver  fractions,  factors  of  the  vitamin  B  com- 
plex, and  vitamin  Bj2.  Other  products  which 
exhibit  iron  and  B  complex  factors  include 
Minacedin,  Vitepron  and  Ferro-Betalin. 

HVDROCORTONE — T.B.A. — Chemistry:  Hydro- 
cortisone tertiary — butyl  acetate,  in  aqueous 
suspension.  Exploits  the  principle  that  sub- 
stitution and  esterification  often  increases  and 
prolongs  activity.  Intended  for  intra-articular 
injection;  it  is  claimed  that  the  duration  of  re- 
lief is  increased  two  to  ten  times.  Ordinary 
injections  of  hydrocortisone  are  saline  suspen- 
sions of  the  simple  acetate. 

AMENORONE  FORTE.  —  A  combination  of 
ethisterone  and  ethinylestradiol,  intended  to 
produce  a  form  of  "  medical  curettage."  Those 
mixed  hormones  induce  menstrual  bleeding  in 
amenorrhea,  and  restore  normal  menstruation. 
Thus  also  acts  as  a  pregnancy  test.  The 
"  forte  "  product  is  five  times  the  strength  of 
the  standard  tablet.  Other  hormone  mixtures 
of  a  similar  nature  include  Menstrogen  and 
Orasecron.  Disecron  contains  progesterone  and 
estradiol,  and  is  also  used  as  a  pregnancy 
test. 

ROM1C1L. — Also  known  as  oleandomycin.  This 
antibiotic  has  some  relationship  with  erythro- 
mycin, inasmuch  as  though  no  cross  resistance 
is  known  with  penicillin,  streptomycin,  chlor- 
amphenicol or  the  tetracyclines,  cross  resistance 
with  erythromycin  has  been  produced.  Early 
work  on  this  antibiotic  suggested  that  its  activ- 
ity generally  was  of  a  lower  order.  Further 
clinical  work  necessary  to  prove  that  and  assess 
true  place  in  therapy.  Other  newer  antibiotics 
include  Rovamycin  or  spiramycin,  Sigmamycin 
(Terramycin  with  oleandomycin)  and  Albamycin 
(novobiocin), 

SOFRAMYCIN. — Also  known  as  framycetin.  This 
streptomyces-derived  antibiotic  has  a  wide 
range  of  activity  against  common  pyogenic 
bacteria,  particularly  Proteus  and  Ps.  pyo- 
cyanea.  The  skin  sensitisation  index  is  very 
low,  and  bacterial  resistance  rare  and  slow  to 
develop.  Other  non-sensitising  antibiotics  for 
topical  use  include  bacitracin,  neomycin,  poly- 
myxin and  tyrothricin. 

SILBEPHYLLINE. — Chemistry:  The  dihydroxy- 
propyl  derivative  of  theophylline.  The  aliphatic 
side-chain  reduces  alkalinity  and  increases 
solubility.    Hence  toleration  is  increased  and 

•  toxicity  reduced.  Other  theophylline  deriva- 
tives designed  to  reduce  side-effects  and  facili- 


tate absorption  include  choline  theophyllinate 
(Choledyl),  piperazine  theophyllinylacetate 
(Etophyllate)  and  theophylline  monoethanol- 
amine  (Monotheamin). 
BILIODYL.  —  Chemistry:  2:4:6  Tri-iodophen- 
oxybutyric  acid,  phenobutiodyl.  Contains  68-2 
per  cent,  of  iodine.  It  is  rapidly  concentrated 
in  the  gall-bladder  after  oral  administration, 
hence  its  use  in  cholecystography.  Iopanoic 
acid,  3-0  amino-2:4:6-tri-iodophenyl)-2-ethyl- 
propanoic  acid  is  a  similar  orally-active  com- 
pound (also  known  as  Telepaque).  Other  com- 
pounds used  as  contrast  agents  in  chole- 
cystography, but  v/hich  must  be  given  by  in-

Dispensing  Doctors 

The  question  of  whether  doctors 
should  be  allowed  to  continue  dispens- 
ing or  not  was  reopened  at  a  discus- 
sion in  Johannesburg  recently  between 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  South  Africa  and 
the  federal  council  of  the  Medical 
Association.  The  President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  South  Africa 
said  that  the  Minister  of  Health  had 
insisted  that  he  was  not  prepared  to  do 
anything  in  the  matter  of  dispensing 
doctors  until  the  chemists  and  doctors 
reached  agreement  between  themselves. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
arranged  discussions  with  the  Medical 
Association  so  that  a  case  could  be 
put  before  the  doctors.  The  Minister 
of  Health  had  said  that  if  he  did  any- 
thing to  restrict  doctors  from  dispens- 
ing, it  would  be  to  the  detriment  of  the 
lower  income  group.  The  Society  did 
not  agree  with  that.  "  We  think  that 
the  lower  income  group  is  taken  care 
of,  by  and  large,  by  the  State  and  the 
provincial  administrations  by  means  of 
free  hospitalisation  and  other  services," 
he  said.  The  railways,  biggest  em- 
ployers of  labour  in  the  country,  had  a 
sick  fund  which  catered  for  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  people.  It  was  not  the 
intention  of  chemists  and  druggists  to 
take  away  altogether  the  right  of  doc- 
tors to  dispense,  but  what  they  did 
want  to  prevent  was  doctors  coming 
into  competition  with  chemists.  That 
is  proving  a  difficult  problem,  for  a 
large  body  of  opinion  in  the  medical 
profession  was  strongly  opposed  to 
surrendering  its  privilege  of  dispensing, 
although  doctors  in  most  of  the  large 
towns  had  long  abandoned  the  practice.

ROM  the  earliest  period  of  Near  Eastern  glyptic  art  (c.  4000  B.C.)
